They must also. flout and

HE outbreak of war saw the 
hurried evacuation of my 
wife and children to the country. 
And so at short ‘notice I am 
Jeft.to-look. after_the.house/and. 
myself, I.do not mind. My 
greatest anxiety was for the children, 
and as, the youngest is a baby it was 
essential that my wife should go 
with them. 


How am I to manage? The first 
trouble was the housckeeping ar- 
rangements. It {s Yssentini that I 
stay at home, not only for reasons of 
economy but also to keep the houso 
in use og far as possible. I cnn cook 
a Httle, suMcient at lIenst for the 
reeds of an ordinary man, The 
howe I enn Jook after at my 
leisure, and I shall: engnge a char- 
woman to come In from time to time 
to do any extra Inbour such 1s wash 
Ing and cleaning, ‘

cashire {t was formerly besleved that 
witches atsemblied on this night’ to 
do their “deeds without 1 name," at 
thelr general rendezvous in the forest 
of Pendle, a ruined and desolate 
farmhouse, denominated the "Malkin 
Tower” from the awful purposes to 
which !t was devoted. This supers 
stitlon led to a cercmony called 
“tating,” or perhapy “lect.ng the 
witches." It was believed that, If a 
lighted candle were carricd about the 
fella or Hix from cleven ull twelve 
at night and burned all that time 


steadily, it had no far triumphed 
over the evil power of the witches, 
who, tis they passed to the Malkin 
Tower, would employ their utmost 
efforts to extinguish the light, and 
the person whom It represented 
might safely defy their malice dur- 
ing the stuson, but if by accident 
the light went out It was an omen 
of evil to the luckless wight for 
whom the experiment was made.

pe Gteat Wor brought a new 
menace to’ the oceans—that of 
mines, ‘The work of keeping the 
sens clenr for the Royal Navy and 
the Mercantile Marine $s of vital 
Importance. ‘The men who carried 


out this duty from 1914 to 1018 were 
heroes of the finest type. 


Captain Taprell Dorling, who wrote 
thelr. history jn “Swept Channels, 
has sald!-—“Ask any man who served, 
nt sea between 1914-1918 which was 
the most perilous, monotonous and 
bitterly uncomfortable work of the 
war aflont—that which demanded the 
Hrenteat courage, hardihood, Indivi- 
dual resource, and unfailing good sca~ 
‘manship, ‘The reply, nine thnes out 
of'ten, and justly, I think will be:— 
‘The work of the minesweepers.” 


Of nll the new arms of the fAght- 
ing Services called into the war by 
the diversion to the cause of destruc- 
tion of modern devclopments In 
selenee and enginecring, none was 
more worthy of admiration than the 
minesweeping force. Thelrs wos no 
offensive role, The. sole object of 
thelr labours was safety for others, 
und those Inbours brought destruction 
to none but themselves. They were 
never sustained by the hot blood of 
combnt, for they rarely even saw oan 
enemy, und had little power of fight- 
Ing him when they did. Yet none 
were, more steadfast in the face of 
unseen danger, cheerfully faced tn all 
wenthers in conditions of appalling 
discomfort. . 


Sturdy Ships 


The Admiralty recently determined 
to strengthen = the minesweeping 
forces, It purchased, by agreement 
with the owners, 86 of Britaln’s best 
modern sen trawlera—54 from Hull 
and 32 ‘from Grimsby. They are 
from 160 to 180 fect in length and 
represent about a third of the deep 
water fleet and 50 per cent. of the 
larger trawlers of the Humber ports. 
The change did not represent total 
loss of employment among the fisher- 
men, as the iden Is to train many of 
them for minesweeping purposes. 


During the Great War the Royal 
Navy hod a huge Trawler Division, 
which did numerous other Jobs be- 
sides mine-sweeping. The Trawier 
Division of the Royal Navy Reserve 
was started in 1910, but three years 
earlier trinls had been raade in the 
Channel Fleet, when the late Lord 
Beresford was In command, with the 
sweeping up of mines by ordinary 
fishing trawlers, , . 


‘When war broke out the Navy had 
only a dozen trawlers of 5667 tons, 
At the Armistice the number had ine 
creased to 1520 trawlers of 350,000 
tons, The Navy itself built 282, of 
151,422 tons. These sturdy little 
ships worked in all oceans and in all 
the grent campaigns. The courage 
ind heroism of thelr crews have becn 
deservedly commend by all the 
admirals under whom they served. 


When the Great War broke out in 
1914 the Navy's minc-sweeping force 
was on negligible quantity. Experi- 
ence soon proved that the laying of 
mines was an all-important part of 
German naval strategy (40,000 were 
lald in all, mainly off the const of 
the British Islands}, and so the mine- 
sweeping force. was rapidly increased, 


At the time of the Armistice the 
force totalled 728 vessels, statloned at 
26 ports at home and 35 ports abroad, 

-and_congisted_of 100 regular naval 
vessels, mostly built during “the war; 
52 hired. paddle-boats, the pleasure 
steamers of pence time; 412 fishing 
trawlers; 142 drifters; and ten shol- 
low-draft. mine-sweepers, On the 
uveroge, one mine-sweeper a week 
was lost throughout the war, 


Looking ut n chart, the observer 
cannot fail to.be struck by the num- 
ber of wreck symbols in the 50-mile 
stretch of coast between Hartlepool 
und Flamborough Head. Nearly 100 
can be counted within ten miles of 
the shore, practically all of : them 
casualties through mines laid by 
‘enemy submarines.

Keeping The Seas 
Clear Of Mines 


By ‘CAPTAIN R, N. HOWARD 


Some faint {den of the magnificent 
service the mine-sweepers rendered 
can be obtained from the following 
facts, During the war a channel 
along the const of Britain from May 
Isinnd, in the Firth of Forth, to Port- 
land, In the English Channel, a dis- 
tance of about 550 miles, not to men- 
tlon many other dangerously mined 
areas and the approaches’ to many 
ports, were swept daily by trawlers 
and other small craft, manned prin- 
clpally by fishermen enrolled in the 
Royat Naval Reserve. 

Losses were heavy, ond extremely. 
so at the beginning of the work, 
averaging one a dny, In fact, for the 
first two months of the War, for 
every two mincs.swept up one traw- 
ler’ was lost. Improved methods 
greatly reduced this toll, until by 
1018 the average was one loss for 
every 80 mines. 


After The Armistice 


Yet even when the casualtics were 
the heaviest, the men of the sweepers 
never faltered. They called their 
work “dul! when they were not find- 
ing mines; and nearly every man 
whose ship was lost by. the mine 
promptly volunteered for further 
sweeping service, Towards the end 
of the Great War the success in de- 
fenting the submarine menace also to 
some extent reduced that of the mine, 
for the Germans relied to a great 
extent on the submarines for Inying 
their mines. ©

‘A- splendid plece of work was done, 
for exaclly a year—to the day—after 
this force got to work the sens around 
Britain, her colonies, and In the 
Mediterranean, were reported clear, 
The Germans cleared the heavily 
mined areas In the Hellgoland Bight, - 
und nlso In the Baltic; but this work 
of clenrance was not completed until 
1923. Other nations cleared their 


own consts. 
Singly Or In Groups 


Experience enabled the | minc- 
sweepers to bring their ‘method of 
clenrance to a-high pitch of efficiency, 
although the apparatus: required 
skilled. handling. ‘The general prins 
‘elple Js that a wire Is sunk to a cer- 
tain depth beneath the surface by 
menons of a towed kite. Sweepers 
sometimes work singly, ot other 
times in palrs, or in any number up 
to half-n-dozen in line abrenst, de- 
pending upon the width and nature 
of the channel which has to be clear- 
ed of mines, The specd: steamed fs 
generally eleven knots, which gives a 
sweeping speed of cight. 

There wan for long a fear that the 
action of the minesweeper. would be 
rendered negative by some innova- 
tion of the enemy, but’ fortunately 
this never materinitsed; and so the 
splendid work of. the minesweepers 
in their endenvours to avert starva- 
tion ‘and surrender by keeping open 
the sea channels proved successful, 


The “Mystery” of Frog Showers 


HERE do frog showers come 

from? Often at Home there may 

be scen hundreds of small frogs where 

‘apparently there were none just be-

The question has agitated the minds 
of many thousands of people In every 
generation:. “How do they come, and 
whence?" Many think they come as 
the result of a bursting cloud, or a 
whirlwind.
